blood to the head (though she 
passed the menopause years ago) 
and this is accompanied by a sense 
of impending death. She is very 
forgetful and sometimes fits of 
trembling come over her. For­ 
merly very neat, she is now in­ 
clined to be untidy. She has turned 
against some members of her 
family. She answered my ques­ 
tions listlessly or else passed 
them by with haughty disdain. 
Family Worried 
The family was very upset, and 
rightly so, but it is not difficult 
to comfort them. It is pretty 
axiomatic that if a person of over 
53, previously responsible and of 
good mental calibre and heredity, 
suddenly has a mental upset, a 
physical cause is at the bottom 
of it. 
One of the commonest and most 
frequently overlooked of these 
causes is myxoedema, a shrinking 
of the thyroid gland which makes 
it lose its secretion. Elderly, or a 
little less than elderly, people in a 
household develop this disease, 
and go neglected for years. The 
family doesn’t think it is worth 
while taking them to a doctor. 
They say, “Oh, Mother is aging 
so fast,” or “Mother likes to slsap 
cli the time.” And the poor things 
are shunted out of the family 
circle when a little thyroid extract 
by mouth would in most cases fix 
them up so they wert quite them­ 
selves again. 
Poor Circulation 
The blood vessels, as time goes 
on, get had not only in the arms 
or at the temples, out ir. the brain. 
And this means bad circulation, 
which means bad thinking. Not 
that all old people are necessarily 
that way. All credit to the old­ 
s t e r s whose minds are vigorous 


and hearty up to four score and 
ten. Though I own to a deep con­ 
viction that no man has a resilient 
brain after 70, 
In the case of the lady of 59, 
whom f described in the first 
paragraph, I found her blood 
pressure elevated and her retinal 
arteries very tortuous and thick. 
And the mere explanation that 
she had something real the matter 
with her nearly made a cure. The 
poor thing was secretly convinced 
that she was going insane or 
blind, and she cheered up im­ 
mensely when she found there 
was an explanation for her con­ 
dition. and the outlook was not 
so bad. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J. M.:—“Can you tell me what 
to do or help me to get rid of a 
‘terrible thirst’?

Answer—There is no evidence 
that heredity plays any role in 
stuttering. There may be the ele­ 
ment of unconscious imitation of a 
parent—which is the influence of 
environment. That would not ap­ 
ply to the offspring of the three 
daughters you indicate in your let­ 
ter. One theory of stuttering is 
that there is a predominance of 
the right side of the brain instead 
of the left as occurs in right-hand­ 
ed persons; that the stutterer ie 
naturally left-handed and when 
forced to be right-handed, stutter­ 
ing begins. This might hare an 
hereditary basis, but statistically 
there is no proof.

During m ost of his life, John L. 
Lewis has refused to take censor­ 
ship or dictation from anyone. But 
before delivering his fam ous radio 
broadcast for Wendell W illkie last 
week, he m eekly bowed before the 
Republicans and perm itted a t least 
one extract in his speech to be de­ 
leted. 
He had subm itted the d raft 
two days in advance to Republi­ 
can leaders, since they w ere pay­ 
ing about $45,000 for his 
radio 
time. 
The censored 
portion 
of 
the 
speech referred to the pro-labor 
congressm en and senators who are 
up for re-election this year. 
Be­ 
cause these man have gone down 
tile line for labor, the CIO has 
been giving them every possible 
help. 
Twenty-six of 
these con­ 
gressm en are in coal m ining dis­ 
tricts. are strong for the U nited 
Mine W orkers, but also are pro- 
Roosevelt. 
Lewis had w ritten a plea in his 
speech for labor to re-eelct the 
friends of labor—referring to these 
men. However, since these 26 pro­ 
labor congressm en are being op­ 
posed 
by Republicans, the 
GOP 
leaders objected. Lewis bowed to 
th eir censorship. 
N O T E - John L. Lewis’ offer to 
resign as head of the CTO if Roo­ 
sevelt is re-elected w as as em pty 
as his offer to step down from the 
CTO if Bill Green would quit as 
head of the AFL. In either case. 
Lewis would rem ain head of the 
powerful United Mine W orkers, a 
job which pays him $25,000 plus

Lewis is sure of re-election as 
head of the Miners, since the nom ­ 
inations closed in August, and he 
is the only candidate.
